Located at the southern end of Daytona 
Beach, on the Halifax River, the buildings, 
slips, marine railways, etc., cover several 
acres. A special dredged channel, 100 feet 
wide and several hundred yards long, brings 
you in from the Intracoastal Waterway — the 
channel being clearly marked every few feet 
< with sizable pilings suitably painted, and 
marked. 
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
